••I have learned from several sources that a wrong impression was 
made by the statement, which I made this morning, and I wish to correct 
that impression. 
My intention was to suggest the very direct and neces­ 
sary interest this country, as one of the neutrals, has in the possible 
terms which the belligerents may have in mind.

He has studied the different nations 
from

tual ability, co-operation, leadership, 
efficiency. 
He classes the Germans next to 
native Americans, as first in self-con­ 
trol, moral integrity and persever­ 
ance. 
The English are third—second in 
moral integrity, leadership and self­ 
control. 
Sixth Place to Irish 
He places the Polish and Russian 
Hebrews fourth, giving them “first in 
aspiration.” 
The Scandinavians come fifth, first 
of physical vigor. 
The Irish are placed sixth, but first 
in sympathy, and Professor Woolston 
says he is “convinced the typical Celt 
surpasses the average Anglo-Saxon in 
certain traits.”

produce and sell it to retailers at 


p r ic e s to heat the wholesalers who 
now handle them. 
From his point of view, the jobber 
can take the product oft the farmer's 
hands and sell it cheaper than a local 
•warehouse can dispose of it. 
He will 
sav that the expense of putting the 
product through the hands of the sev­ 
eral middlemen would be less than the 
costs of a local warehouse would in­ 
cur in making sales. 
Farmers are apt to be jealous of 
co-operative effort. 
The majority of 
litem would probably not be satisfied 
unless their product was handled in­ 
dividually. 
Yet to get the best re­ 
sults 
of classification 
an y 
given 
product should be handled as a whole. 
However, co-operative 
schemes 
for 
marketing products are making good 
progress. 
If farmers can drop this 
suspicious attitude and accept the im­ 
partial grading of a warehouse super­ 
intendent. great difficulty can be over­ 
come. 
To get a warehouse system going 
would take faith 
and 
patience, 
it 
would perhaps not pay anything for a 
year or two. 
It would take time to 
make its product known, money would 
have to be spent on advertising and 
personal solicitation. 
But once its 
product became known, it surely could 
undersell the middlemen. 
The public is likely to be forced into 
some 8uA scheme for gathering and 
storing the products of a given local­ 
ity and shipping them out as needed. 
It could be 
undertaken 
either 
by 
leagues 
of 
farmers, associations of 
consumers, or municipal or other pub­ 
lic 
organizations. 
The 
American

Every year Californians live to be 
a little older, says the State Board of 
Health in its monthly rei>ort. 
In 1914 
the median 
age 
of 
death was 49.(J 
years, and in 1915 it was 51.fi years. 
The median age of death has advanced 
more than three 
years 
since 1911. 
This increase was greatest from 1914 
to 1915 and applies to both men and 
•women for all of the principal causes 
of death in every geographical division 
of the state. It would appear that tile 
campaigns waged against typhoid and 
tubrculosis are bearing 
fruit, 
since 
these diseases find most of their vic­ 
tims in young persons. 
At all events, 
this lengthening of the span of life is 
certain evidence of the better living 
conditions of the present. Better hous­ 
ing, better wages, better food and all 
that makes life worth living, have all 
played their parts in making Califor­ 
nians live longer, and if we continue 
to advance in improving our social and 
economic conditions, together with the 
institution of active measures for the 
prevention of disease, we may delay 
the age of death a few years more.

These lawmakers will be silked to do 
everything within their power to se­ 
cure the desired state 
appropriation 
for the purpose of constructing 
the 
“Shore-Line Highway.” 
Yesterday's meeting, which was held 
In the Cham Her of Commerce, was a t­ 
tended by about fifty men who have 
taken a deep interest 
in

highway enterprises.

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Secretary Lane Proposes Big 
Engineering Feats to Pro- 
Water 
cure 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 — A new 
series of engineering feats which will 
be of inestimable benefit to mankind 
and particularly the people of the 
west, is being dreamed of by Secre­ 
tary of the Interior lane. These en­ 
gineering feats to be the tapping of 
the 
vast 
unknown 
reservoirs 
of 
water which lie beneath the surface 
of the earth for irrigation purposes. 
Secretary Lane foresees the need 
of greater production of food crops 
in the United States and his plan for 
bringing the deserts of the west un­ 
der cultivation includes not only an 
extension of present irrigation meth­ 
ods, but the bringing to the surface of 
the water that lies within the earth 
Secretary Lane says that the arid 
portions of California and the sage­ 
brush deserts which lie in sections of 
other western state can be made to 
produce abundantly if water can be 
put on them. 
In many sections the 
irrigation by means of existing water 
courses appears to be out of the ques­ 
tion. he says, and so the people must 
lap tile mtflerground supply. 
Plans for accomplishing this mir­ 
aculous task are only in their in­ 
fancy, but Secretary Lane is working 
upon them and it is expected that be­ 
fore long he will announce a compre­ 
hensive 
program 
of 
subterranean 
water suppy. 
The Geological Survey 
has discovered vast underground res­ 
ervoirs of water in many parts of the 
west and there is in Washington a 
mass of data bearing on these water 
supplies. 
It is generally known that in many 
of the arid sections of the west a 
tremendous flow of water can be ob­ 
tained from artesian wells. 
The dif­ 
ficulty has been that a tremendous 
depth must be reached to reach these 
waters. 
The engineering work will 
be along the lines of improved meth­ 
ods of drilling and then of controlling 
the water .supplies tappet!. 
Compre­ 
hensive surveys of the most promis-, 
ing sections of the west are to be j 
made and it is hoped by Secretary. 
Lane and his associates that before j 
long congress will provide liberal ap-1 
propriations for extensive ekperimen-j 
tation designed to bring subterranean I 
waters to the surface.
